‘Disappointment’ for Bush as 
reform measure is defeated 

WAS H I N GTO N I President Bush’s plan to legal- 
ize as many as 12 million unlawful immi- 
grants while fortifying the border collapsed 
in the Senate on Thursday, crushing both 
parties’ hopes of addressing the volatile issue 
before the 2008 elections. 

The Senate vote that drove a stake through 
the delicate compromise was a stinging 
setback for Bush, who had made reshap- 
ing immigration laws a central element of 
his domestic agenda. It could carry heavy 
political consequences for Republicans and 
Democrats, many of whom were eager to 
show they could act on a complex issue that 
has sparked deep public concern. 

“Legal immigration is one of the top con- 
cerns of the American people, and Congress’ 
failure to act on it is a disappointment,” a 
grim-faced Bush said. “A lot of us worked 
hard to see if we couldn’t find common 
ground. It didn’t work.” 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., his 
party’s lead negotiator on the bill, called 
the defeat “enormously disappointing for 
Congress and for the country.” But, he 
added: “We will be back. This issue is not

High Court Limits Schooi Integration 


Justices reject efforts 
to increase classroom 
diversity in Ky., Wash. 

WASHINGTON I A half- century after 
the Supreme Court outlawed segre- 
gated schools, sharply divided jus- 
tices clamped new limits Thursday 
on local school efforts to make sure 
children of different races share 
classrooms. 

The court voted 5-4 to strike 
down school integration plans in 
Louisville, Ky., and Seattle, a deci- 
sion that imperiled similar plans 
that hundreds of cities and coun- 
ties use voluntarily to integrate 
their schools. 

The ruling does not affect sev- 
eral hundred other public school 
districts that remain under feder- 
al court order to desegregate. 

Justices disagreed bluntly with 
each other in 169 pages of written 
opinions on whether the decision 
supports or betrays the landmark 
Brown v. Board of Education rul- 
ing that led to the end of state-

sponsored school segregation in 
the United States. 

Chief Justice John Roberts 
asserted in his majority opinion that 
by classifying students by race, the

“The way to stop dis- 
crimination on the basis of race is 
to stop discriminating on the basis 
of race,” Roberts said.

the court. Justice Stephen Breyer 
said Roberts’ opinion undermined 
the promise of integrated schools 
that the court laid out in the Brown 
decision. “To invalidate the plans 
under review is to threaten the 
promise of Brown,” he said. 

Crucial for school districts seek- 
ing guidance. Justice Anthony Ken- 
nedy went along with the court’s 
four most conservative members in 
rejecting the Louisville and Seattle 
plans but also said race may some- 
times be a component of school 
efforts to achieve diversity. ( a p)

More Rain Hits 
Central Texas

FDA Detains Seafood From China

Authorities stress 
health risks from the 
tainted food are low 

WASHINGTON | Farmed seafood 
has now joined tires, toothpaste 
and toy trains on the list of taint- 
ed and defective products from 
China that could be hazardous to 
a person’s health. 

Federal health officials said 
Thursday they were detaining three 
types of Chinese fish — catfish, basa 
and dace — as well as shrimp and 
eel after repeated testing turned 
up contamination with drugs 
unapproved in the United States 
for use in farmed seafood. 

Food and Drug Administra- 
tion officials said there have been 
no reports of illnesses, nor do 
the products pose any immedi- 
ate health risk, and they stopped 
short of ordering a ban on the fresh 
and frozen seafood. 

China, meanwhile, insisted 
Thursday that the safety of its prod- 
ucts was “guaranteed,” making a rare 


comment about spreading interna- 
tional fears over tainted exports. 

FDA officials said the level of the 
drugs in the seafood was low, so it 
isn’t asking stores or consumers to 
toss any of the suspect seafood. 


“In order to get cancer in lab 
animals, you have to feed fairly 
high levels of the drug over a long 
term,” said Dr. David Acheson, the 
FDA’s assistant commissioner for 
food protection. 


SEAFOOD SUPPLY 

China isthethird-largest 
exporter of seafood to the United 
States, according to the FDA. 

Morethan half of China’s 
global seafood exports are 
farmed, butthe FDA inspects 
only aboutS percent. 

Alabama, Louisianaand 
Mississippi recently banned 
imports of catfish from China 
after tests detected antibiotics 
not approved for use in farmed 
seafood. 


“We don’t want to be alarm- 
ist here. ... It’s a low likelihood,” 
he said. 

The FDA will allow individual 
shipments of the five seafood spe- 
cies into the country if a company 
can show the products are free of 
residues of these drugs. 

“This action will put a hold on the 
products of concern at the port of 
entry. This shifts the burden of proof 
back to the importer to prove to us 
that it is safe,” Acheson said, (ap)

Deadly Heat Wave Sparks 
Powerful Wildfires, Killing 2 

Wildfires swept through Greece 
on Thursday, killing two people 
and destroying homes after days 
of record temperatures of more 
than 100 degrees that led to at least 
nine heatstroke deaths and exten- 
sive power cuts. Authorities evac- 
uated facilities on the outskirts of 
Athens as a huge forest fire raged 
out of control through the Mount 
Parnitha national park. Dozens of 
others have also died in southeast 
Europe over the past week due to 
heat. (AP)

New Palestinian PM Warns Clergy 


Muslim preachers told 
not to incite violence; 
Israelis raid West Bank 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | The new 
Palestinian prime minister delivered 
a stern warning Thursday to hun- 
dreds of Islamic preachers, includ- 
ing Hamas supporters: He won’t 
tolerate calls for violence delivered 
from mosque pulpits and plans to 
collect militants’ weapons. 

Salam Fayyad’s meeting with 
some 800 Muslim clergy marked 
the latest attempt to stem the influ- 


ence of Hamas in the West Bank 
following the Islamists’ takeover 
of Gaza this month. Security forc- 
es have arrested dozens of Hamas 
activists in the West Bank, and 
President Mahmoud Abbas is try- 
ing to dry up funding to Hamas. 

But Fayyad’s crackdown on 
Hamas was complicated by Israel’s 
hunt for gunmen from Abbas’ Fatah 
movement in the West Bank city of 
Nablus. “We view this aggression as 
a way to undermine our efforts to 
provide security and end the chaos,” 
Fayyad said. 

Israel described the opera- 


tion as a routine one targeting 
militants involved in plots to 
carry out attacks, and said troops 
found weapons 
and explosives 
in Nablus. Five 
Israeli soldiers 
were wounded 
by bombs. 

This week, 
Abbas issued a 
decree barring 
militants from carrying weapons, 
but it is doubtful he will be able to 
disarm Fatah’s violent offshoot, the 
A1 Aqsa Martyrs’ Brigades. Fatah 


gunmen said they need their weap- 
ons for future confrontations with 
Hamas and Israel. 

In his meeting with clergymen 
Thursday, Fayyad was accompanied 
by Abbas’ top security official. Inte- 
rior Minister Abdel Razak Yehiyeh. 
Fayyad told the preachers to take 
politics out of their sermons. “We 
won’t allow them [mosques] to be 
turned into places of incitement 
and intimidation,” he said. “It’s the 
responsibility of men of religion to 
. . . present religion as a way of toler- 
ance, not as a cover for bloodshed.”

U.S. Contractor 
Killed in Afghan 
Suicide Bombing 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A Suicide 
car bomber hit a convoy of securi- 
ty contractors in the Afghan capi- 
tal Thursday, killing an American 
and a Nepalese citizen and wound- 
ing three other Americans, police 
said. The Taliban claimed respon- 
sibility. 

Two Afghan civilians were 
wounded in the attack in eastern 
Kabul, said Najibullah Samsur, a 
local police chief. Zabiullah Muja- 
heed, a purported Taliban spokes- 
man, said the militant group was 
behind the blast. 

In the southern province of 
Zabul, meanwhile, militants 
beheaded a 15-year-old boy 
whom they accused of spying for 
the Afghan government and foreign 
troops, said Zarif Khan, the chief of 
New Bahar district. Authorities dis- 
covered the victim’s body Wednes- 
day, Khan said, (ap)

22 Die in Biast at Iraqi Bus Station 



20 decapitated bodies 
reportedly found near 
capital, roiling tensions 

BAGHDAD I A car bomb explod- 
ed Thursday at a bus station in a 
mostly Shiite west Baghdad neigh- 
borhood, killing 22 people. Officials 
received word that 20 decapitated 
bodies had been found near the cap- 
ital but were unable to confirm the 
report because of fighting. 

In addition to the dead, more 
than 50 people were wounded in 
the rush-hour blast in the Baiyaa 
neighborhood, police said on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

A huge fireball incinerated about 
40 minibuses as people were lining 
up to catch rides to work, police and 
survivors said. 

Television images showed the 
area littered with smoldering 
vehicle parts and charred bodies 
— their clothing in tatters. Bystand- 
ers, some weeping, gingerly loaded 
human remains into ambulances 
and pickup trucks. 

No group claimed responsibil- 
ity for the blast, but suspicion fell 
on Sunni militants. 

Baiyaa is a mixed neighbor- 
hood with a Shiite majority, part 
of a string of neighborhoods just 


south of the main road to Baghdad 
International Airport, where sectar- 
ian tensions have run high. 

U.S. and Iraqi commanders have 
launched operations in towns and

LO N D 0 N I New Prime Minister Gor- 
don Brown appointed some critics 
of the Iraq war to his youthful circle 
of senior Cabinet ministers Thurs- 
day, underlining his ambition to heal 
rifts over the conflict and win back 
the support of disenchanted. 

Brown has pledged to examine 
Britain’s role in Iraq — a subtle shift 
in language from his predecessor 
and perhaps his 
first diplomat- 
ic challenge in 
his relationship 
with the Bush 
administration, 
which consid- 
ered Tony Blair 
its closest ally. 

David Miliband, who at times 
criticized Blair’s Middle East policy, 
was named foreign secretary. 

“The opportunities and chal- 
lenges of the modern world 
requires, in my view, a diplomacy 
that is patient as well as purpose- 
ful — which listens as well as leads,” 
said Miliband, a rising star in the 
Labour Party, who at age 41 is the 
youngest British foreign secretary 
in three decades. 

Brown also gave posts to John 
Denham, a former minister who 
quit the British government in 
2003 to protest the Iraq invasion, 
and Mark Malloch-Brown, a former 
deputy U.N. secretary-general who 
clashed with American neo- con- 
servatives.

Taiwan Skirts the Hong Kong Mold

Skepticism still strong 
10 years after Hong 
Kong’s China handover 

TAIPEI, TAIWAN I Taiwanese love to 
visit Hong Kong and shop in its 
glitzy malls. But few are willing to 
buy into the way the former British 
colony was handed back to China 
10 years ago. 

It’s an important issue for Tai- 
wan because China wants the self- 
ruled island to return to the moth- 
erland the same way Hong Kong 
did, using a special formula called 
“one country, two systems.” Hong 
Kong celebrates the handover’s 10th 
anniversary on Sunday. 

Under the deal with China, Hong 
Kong was promised a wide degree 
of autonomy. It was allowed to keep 
its capitalist ways, civil liberties and 
free press. And Hong Kongers were 
supposed to rule Hong Kong — with 
oversight from the communist mas- 
ters in Beijing. 

But Hong Kong voters still can’t 


directly elect their leader and entire 
legislature. Beijing has yet to say 
when it will have these freedoms. 

So far, few Taiwanese think 
Hong Kong’s political system is a 


good model for their democrat- 
ic island, which split from China 
amid civil war in 1949. 

The Taiwanese spent more than 
five decades transforming this 


island of poor rice farmers into a 
manufacturing powerhouse. 

The island is also extremely 
proud of its political transforma- 
tion. Taiwan evolved into a democ- 
racy without the bloody coups and 
upheaval common in other places in 
Asia. It’s now full democracy, with 
direct presidential elections. 

Although many Hong Konger’s 
envy the Taiwanese voters’ freedom 
to choose their own leaders, they’re 
also dismayed by the often messy 
and chaotic young democracy. Fist- 
fights are common in Taiwan’s leg- 
islature, and each election involves 
allegations of ballot fraud. 

Tung Chen-yuan, an official 
in the Mainland Affairs Council, 
a Cabinet-level body responsible 
for Taiwan’s China policy, said the 
group’s polls show that 70 percent 
of people in Taiwan reject the “one 
country, two systems” formula for 
Taiwan. 

“The Hong Kong experience is a 
total failure,” Tung said. “People on 
Taiwan know this.” peter enav (ap) 


Civil Servants 
Call off Strike 
In South Africa 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
Public sector unions represent- 
ing 1 million members called off a 
nearly monthlong strike Thursday, 
bringing an end to a labor action 
that shut down schools and crippled 
hospitals across South Africa. 

A majority of the unions 
agreed to sign the government’s 
final offer, including a 7-5 per- 
cent wage increase. The rest will 
return to work while negotiations 
continue, the unions said in a state- 
ment released after talks Wednes- 
day night. 

Several deaths in hospitals were 
blamed on the strike because nurses 
stayed away from work despite being 
barred from striking as “essential 
workers.” 

The government sent dismissal 
notices to several hundred health 
workers who defied the ban. But 
under the settlement deal, the work- 
ers will receive written warnings 
instead of being dismissed, (ap)

3 Children Killed in Apartment Fire 


Investigators believe 
mother accidentally 
started fire in kitchen 

BURTONSVILLE, MD. | Fire swept 
through an apartment early Thurs- 
day, killing three children and criti- 
cally injuring their mother, authori- 
ties said. 

Elsie Nuka, 30, four-month- old 
Makenzie Foncham and her sisters, 
2 -year- old Megan and 4 -year- old 
Chanelle, were unconscious and not 
breathing when firefighters arrived 
at the Windsor Court Apartments 
shortly before 5 a.m., Montgomery 
County fire department spokesman 
Pete Piringer said. 

Firefighters found Makenzie on 
a bed, and Nuka and the two older 
girls on the floor nearby, Piringer 
said. The children died a short

time later at area hospitals, and 
Nuka remained in critical condi- 
tion at Baltimore Shock Trauma, 
he said. 

Investigators believe the fire 
started in the kitchen after the 
mother placed a plastic device 
used to sterilize baby bottles near 
the stove, which was on, Piringer 
said. 

The mother then went to sleep 
before being awakened by a smoke 
alarm, he said. 

The children’s father, Ignatius 
Foncham, was not at the apartment 
at the time of the fire. Foncham was 
taken into custody May 31 by Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement 
officers on immigration charges 
and is awaiting deportation back 
to his native Cameroon, according 
to Ernestine Fobbs, an ICE spokes- 
woman. (AP) 


Metro Settles Riders’ 
Class-Action Lawsuit 


17,000 disabled 
customers receive 10 
free rides in settlement 

WASHINGTON | All 17,000 custom- 
ers registered with Metro’s service 
for disabled riders will receive 10 
free rides, as part of a $2.2 million 
settlement announced Thursday in 
a class-action lawsuit claiming the 
transit agency provided shoddy, 
unreliable service. 

MetroAccess also will expand, 
offering riders door-to-door service, 
rather than just curbside pick-up 
and drop-off, under terms of the 
settlement. 

“It’s a showing of good faith by 
Metro,” said Elaine Gardner, a law- 
yer who helped negotiate the settle- 
ment. “Of course, people very often 
waited many hours for rides, and 
there’s no way to pay them back 
for that.” 

The tentative settlement calls 
for Metro to hire consultants to 
monitor its oversight of the com- 
pany that provides the MetroAc- 
cess service. 


The 14 plaintiffs named in the 
suit will each receive $5,000. 

Metro maintains it complied 
with the Americans With Disabil- 
ities Act. But General Manager John 
Catoe thanked the plaintiffs for 
helping to improve the service. 

“Continued litigation was not a 
solution,” Catoe said. “We put our 
customers first.” 

The nonprofit Equal Rights 
Center brought the lawsuit in 
2004 with help from the Wash- 
ington Lawyer’s Committee for 
Civil Rights and Urban Affairs, 
initially asking for more than 
$14 million under the ADA. 

The lawsuit cited late and unpre- 
dictable service for MetroAccess 
customers, many of whom are 
blind or use wheelchairs. In some 
cases, drivers didn’t show up at all 
or took long routes, denying their 
riders food, water, medication and 
bathrooms for long periods. 

Also Thursday, the Metro board 
of directors approved an additional 
$4 million a year for the next three 
years to provide door-to-door ser- 
vice.

Fed Holds Interest Rates Steady 


WASHINGTON | The Federal Reserve 
held interest rates steady Thursday, 
extending a yearlong breather for 
borrowers. Although policymak- 
ers observed improvements on 
inflation, they made clear they 
were not ready to declare victory 
on that front. 

Wrapping up a two-day meeting. 
Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke and 


his central bank colleagues left an 
important interest rate at 5.25 per- 
cent, the same as it was last June. 
The decision was unanimous. 

The Fed’s decision means that 
commercial banks’ prime interest 
rates — for certain credit cards, 
home equity lines of credit and 
other loans — should stay at 8.25 
percent. 


Before the Fed’s yearlong inter- 
est-rate pause, borrowers had 
endured two years of rate increas- 
es. The current period of level rates 
can help them regain their footing 
by paying down or consolidat- 
ing debt.

Pixar’s ‘Ratatouille’ 
is an animated flick 
aimed at grown-ups 

F I L M I “Ratatouille” may be the first 
Pixar movie that is so advanced, so 
sophisticated, it doesn’t feel like it 
was made for kids. 

On afundamental level, sure, chil- 


dren will probably enjoy watching 
the animated adventures of Remy, 
a plucky Parisian rat who leaves 
the colony to pursue his dream of 
becoming a gourmet chef. There’s 
some slapsticky physical comedy, 
and writer- director Brad Bird, the 
mastermind behind “The Incredi- 
bles,” keeps things going at a lively, 
engaging clip. 


But there’s nothing silly or 
childlike about it. If you stop to 
think about it, the main character 
is experiencing an existential crisis: 
Stay with the family and safely sift 
through garbage, as his rodent ances- 
tors have done for centuries, or risk 
loneliness, abject failure and worse 
— death — by chasing after a loftier 
goal? Heady stuff there. 


“Ratatouille” is also visually won- 
drous in ways that are both lush and 
intricately detailed, in ways that seem 
to have been tailored more toward 
grown-up tastes and sensibilities. 
It would seem that computer-gen- 
erated technology couldn’t get any 
better, but, wow — it just does. The 
multitude of animators clearly paid 
close attention to facets of our daily 
lives that we take for granted: knife 
marks on a cutting board, the way 
raindrops splash when they hit the 
sidewalk, the glow from a street 
lamp. Sitting through “Ratatouil- 
le,” it doesn’t take long for you to 
forget that you’re watching an ani- 
mated movie and just allow yourself 
to become immersed in this glori- 
ous realism. 

The filmmakers also have done 
marvelous things with perspective, 
often allowing us to see what it’s like 
through Remy’s small, beady eyes. 
We feel as if we’re rushing down a 
sewer or scampering through walls 
and underneath serving carts, try- 
ing to avoid being squished, and it’s 
thrilling. Remy hides beneath Lin- 
guini’s toque, yanking his hair every 
which direction to prompt him to 
chop, flip or stir. 

Blissfully, though, “Ratatouil- 
le” is free of the kind of gratuitous 
pop -culture references that plague 
so many movies of the genre. It 
tells a story but never goes for the 
cheap, easy gag — no jokes about 
Emeril or “The Iron Chef” jSjk

FI LM I “Sicko” is a documentary, but 
it’s a comedy, too — and a family 
drama and a travelogue and, ulti- 
mately, a horror movie.

ANGEL-A (R, 91 minutes) This film, in 
which punk Andre (Jamel Debbouze) 
finds moral redemption courtesy of a 
miniskirted model (Rie Rasmussen), fails 
to elicit its intended poignancy. Andre, a 
Frenchman of North African heritage is 
in hockto gangsters. Attempting suicide 
from a Paris bridge, hefinds himself sav- 
ing the aforementioned woman, who’s 
also floundering in the Seine. In grati- 
tude, sheoffersto help him with his prob- 
lems with the hoods. The movie inter- 
mixes B-movie gangsterism with arty 
romance, but its black-and-whitecine- 
matography and scenic shots of bridges 
and backalleys are too self-consciously 
designed to resonate with sincerity. As 
Andre, Debbouze is a bumbling come- 
dic cliche with his constantly flustered 
air. And the ending — Rasmussen’s flur- 
ry of celestial wings — is in sight from

AVENUE MONTAIGNE (R, 100 minutes) 
This delicatelycharming fable set in Paris 
offers the kind of experience we secretly 
crave when we visit any great city: mean- 
ingful encounters with its people.

Caan’s Sonny in “The Godfather” — plays 
thetough guyturned mafia apprentice. 
And Jerry Ferrara is the salt of the earth 
whoseonly ambition isto marry the girl 
next door. The storylines are too predict- 
ableto helpthe movie breakfree of its imi- 
tative soul. But director Michael Corrente 
gets such earnest performances out of 
the actors, the movie refuses to lie down 
in its hackneyed grave and remains sur- 
prisingly watchable.

CRAZY LOVE (PG-13, 92 minutes) When 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning said she’d 
count the ways she could love some- 
one, she never quite made it to No. 11:

DOA: DEAD OR ALIVE (PG-13, 87 minutes) 
This movie is for the videogame-savvy 
preteen and young teen sets that wish 
they were old enough to see R movies. 
Until they reach that magic age, they’ll 
have to content themselves with these 
bikini-clad martial artists with zero body 
fat, curvaceous body parts and excla- 
mation-point cleavage.

IN “EVENING” A HIGHLY ESTEEMED group of actresses including Vauessa 
Redgrave, Meryl Streep, Glenn Close, Toni Collette and Natasha 
Richardson conies together for a pretentious, maudlin pile of goo 
based on Susan Minot’s book.

Director John Carney puts Hansard 
and his lovely co-star, the Czech sing- 
er Marketa Irglova, in various settings 
— an instrument shop, a winey dinner 
party, the backof a bus — where break- 
ing into song makesacertain amount of 
sense.

PAPRIKA (R, 90 minutes) This movie may 
be acollective nightmare for its animated 
characters, but for viewers it’s a heady 
flightthrough the unfathomable mystery 
of dreamsthemselves.

Multicolored LEDs 
can turn homes into 
dramatic light shows 

Joey Nicotera’s fascination with 
multicolored light bulbs bordered 
on obsession when he was a teen- 
ager. 

He framed posters in lights and 
decorated his own Christmas tree 
with them. When he couldn’t find 
a color bulb he wanted, he got paint 
cans from the basement and made 
some himself, bathing his second- 
story bedroom in an eerie glow. 

“I’d be driving home from work 
at night, and I could see his room 
from five blocks away, with all the 
weird colors and flashing lights,” 
recalls his father, Joe Nicotera Sr. 

JoeyNicotera Jr. is now 32 and out 
of the family home. But a rainbow of 
ever- changing colors still emanates 
from his current living space, an 840 - 
square -foot loft condominium in a 
renovated candy bar factory in Ever- 
ett, Mass., just north of Boston. 

Instead of painting light bulbs, 
Nicotera spent $5,000 to equip 
his bachelor pad with 54 fixtures 
containing light- emitting diodes, 
or LEDs — devices similar to com- 


puter semiconductors that convert 
electricity into light and stream it 
out of glass domes the size of match- 
stick heads. 

They may be pricey now, but 
LEDs are being touted as even- 
tual replacements for standard, 
incandescent bulbs and even com- 
pact fluorescents because of their 
growing efficiency and predictions 
of increasingly lower costs. 

And as LEDs expand their reach 
into the aesthetic-minded market 
for home lighting, they boast some- 
thing traditional lighting sources 
can’t: LEDs can be programmed 
to emit light in virtually any color 
without the use of filters, enabling 
homeowners to design their own liv- 
ing room light shows, or tailor the 
color of the light to their mood. 

“If colored light is needed, now 
there is a technology that can cater 
to that,” said Nadarajah Naren- 
dran, director of lighting research 
at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
in Troy, N.Y. 

Because of their color advantage, 
LEDs are being used to light display 
shelves at jewelry stores and to supply 
ambiance in restaurants. Hotels are 
installing LEDs to provide splashes 
of exterior color. And Toronto’s CN 
Tower is being lit with more than 
1,300 color-changing LEDs running 
up the 1,815 -foot structure.

Condos go up — 
and go for a song 
— in Anacostia 
and its environs 


Drive through the Southeast D.C. 
neighborhoods of Randle High- 
lands, Hillcrest, Congress Heights 
and Anacostia, and snazzy names 
for new condo developments jump 
out from billboards, banners and 
construction sites. Ads tout the 
Flats at Hunter Crossing, Penn 
Circle, Highland View and Savoy 
Court— developments that sound 


like properties in Virginia Hunt 
Country, not the latest residences 
in an area once better known for 
crime and urban decay than new 
construction. 

But in the last few years, develop - 
ers have gotten bullish on the condo 
scene east of the Anacostia River, 
pouring millions into erecting new 
properties and converting old ones. 
But unlike the pricey lofts in Logan 
Circle and Arlington, the concen- 
tration here is often on refurbished 
buildings — typically priced below

averse to long commutes, coupled 
with these close-in D.C. neighbor- 
hoods’ easy access to D.C. offices 
and power corridors. 

“It’s 20 blocks from Penn Cir- 
cle to the U.S. Capitol,” says Steve 
Schwat, a principal at Drummond 
Development, which developed the 
Penn Circle condo complex at 1501 
27th St. SE. The last unit sold in 
February, he says. All across South- 
east Washington, Schwat believes, 
“the housing evolution will eventu- 
ally take hold. It can’t not.” 

“The demographics attracted 
me,” says David Tolson, whose DBT 
Development Group is behind Bran- 
dywine Crossing, at 717-725 Bran- 
dywine St. NE. “There are a lot of 
hardworking people with modest 
salaries, by Washington standards, 
who don’t want to spend an hour in 
the car [commuting].” 

At Brandywine Crossing, eight 
buildings hold cable -ready two- 
bedroom condos with luxe ame- 
nities like maple cabinets, stack- 
able washer/dryers and side-by-side 
fridges. They’re going for $119,000- 
$269,000. About 85 units have been 
sold, Tolson says, with another few 
dozen available at press time. 

Tolson, who focused on Logan 
Circle and Columbia Heights “until 
those neighborhoods started to get 
overbuilt,” says that probably half of 
his buyers have come from Mary- 
land and Virginia. 

Gloria Pringle paid about 
$147,000 for a one-bedroom in 
Brandywine Crossing in 2006. A 
corrections officer employed by the 
District, she likes her new condo’s 
floor plan, shiny kitchen appliances 
and the quiet building she now calls 
home. “There’s a lot of professional 
people coming into the area,” she 
says. “It makes a difference — you 
don’t get riffraff, people who cause 
problems” and commit crimes. 

Pringle says she also feels safe 
in her neighborhood because the 
building is well-lit, secure and has 
an intercom system. In places she 
lived in the past, “people would 
stick a rug in the door” to prop it 
open; that’s not likely to happen at 
Brandywine, with its community of 
security- minded neighbors. 

Thorell Penny Jordan, a Realtor 
with Tenacity Group, says the first 
phase of sales at the Flats at Hunter 
Crossing at 2317 l6th St. SE, “sold 
out quickly. Folks can pay their 


mortgage for the same amount as 
rent and get a tax write-off.” 

Again, a slew of upscale fea- 
tures, from a choice in paint col- 
ors to walk-in closets, surprise 
would-be residents who tour the 


site. “We see [prospective buyers] 
who aren’t expecting the proper- 
ties to be so nice or well developed,” 
says Jordan. “A lot of folks are happy 
when new development comes to an 
area, and buildings that may have 


been [boarded up] are no longer 
eyesores.” 

D.C.-based RE/MAX Realtor 
Terry Brown says that condo sales 
continue to be “relatively brisk,” with 
sales often being completed in 45 to 


60 days. “Anything under $215,000 
is selling fairly rapidly.” 

Brown and his staff assist eligi- 
ble clients with purchasing pack- 
ages that include Home Purchase 
Assistance Program loans admin- 
istered through the D.C. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community 
Development, D.C. bonds and other 
initiatives. 

“Some condos in these neigh- 
borhoods are under $200,000, 
which some people can afford if 
the condo fees are not exorbitant,” 
he says. “But if a condo is $175,000 
and you have a $300-per-month 
condo fee, that kicks out some [pro- 
spective buyers] .” 

Butch Hopkins, CEO of the 
Anacostia Economic Develop- 
ment Corp., called the area east of 
the Anacostia “the hot spot for resi- 
dential and retail development ini- 
tiatives” such as the proposed multi- 
use project at Poplar Point, where 
D.C. United owners hope to build a 
stadium for the soccer team. “The 
vast majority of Southeast residents 
are anticipating the advent of new 
and diverse retail opportunities 
coming to Anacostia/Far South- 
east,” he says. 

For one thing, the chance to buy a

condo or single-family home, “brings 
in a more stable population, which is 
always good for new retail and restau- 
rants,” says Yavocka Young, executive 
director at Main Street Anacostia, 
which is working to bring in business- 
es like coffeehouses and shops. 

“The growth of retail dovetails 
with the growth of condos,” says 
Ayris T. Scales, project manager 
in the Office of the Deputy Mayor 
for Planning and Economic Devel- 
opment. She pointed to the H Street 
NE corridor as another D.C. zone 
where condo development has 
nudged once -reluctant retailers 
to rethink the neighborhood. 

Still, “the rise in the number of 
condos can cut two ways,” says David 
Bowers, director of the Washington 
office of Enterprise Community Part- 
ners, a national non-profit whose mis- 
sion is to see that low-income Ameri- 
cans have the opportunity to live in fit, 
affordable homes. “It will potentially 
afford more people an opportunity 
for ownership, but it [applies market] 
pressures in terms of pricing.” Devel- 
opers must work to ensure that people 
of modest means are neither priced 
out nor displaced, he says. 

Referring to the neighborhood 
where he leads monthly walking 
tours, historian/activist Kalem 


Umrani says, “people in Anacos- 
tia are ready for a change.” He cited 
the city’s “build first” policy — in 
which D.C. builds new housing units 
before old ones are torn down — as 
a step toward appeasing some resi- 
dents’ displacement fears. 

Developments like Trinity Plaza, 
slated for completion in 2008, seek 
a middle ground. This multi-use 
complex, spearheaded by the Far 
SW-SE Community Development 
Corp., is slated for development in 
the 3900 block of South Capitol 
Street SE, in the Bellevue area. It 
will include 28 condos priced for 
low-income buyers and another 14 
sold at market rate. 

Part of Far SW-SE CDC’s cove- 
nant with the city is that those who 
purchase the affordable units must 
live in them for 15 years before sell- 
ing, says S. Patrice Sheppard, exec- 
utive director of the organization. 
“We’re excited about our condos, 
because the bedrooms will be on 
two levels, so it won’t feel like living 
in an apartment,” she says. 

Jimmy Floyd, a Realtor with 
RE/MAX in D.C., says his clients 
looking east of the Anacostia are 
eager to stay in the city, or some- 
times, return to it. “A lot of buyers 
are right out of college, still making 
$40,000 to $50,000. Some of them 
want to move back before they get

Condos east of 
the Anacostia lure 
Latinos from other 
D.C. neighborhoods 

When Delmy Diaz decided to buy 
a home, she first looked in Colum- 
bia Heights. That’s where her rel- 
atives and favorite stores were. 
But with a $26,000 annual salary 
from the Gap, she could not afford 
the one -bedroom condominiums 
there, which had price tags above 
$200,000. 

Then someone at the Latino Eco- 
nomic Development Corp., a non- 
profit group that helps Latinos 
start businesses and buy homes, 
encouraged her to look in a place 
she never would have thought of 
on her own: east of the Anacostia 
River. In December, Diaz bought 
a two-bedroom condo on Bran- 
dywine Street SE in Washington 
Highlands for $147,000. 

Since 2000, Latinos have 
accounted for a larger percentage 
of home purchases in the District, 
going from 4 percent to 7 percent. 
But with traditionally Hispanic 
D.C. enclaves out of reach to many 
because of inflated prices, many 
Latinos who want to buy homes in 
the District are searching in neigh- 
borhoods they once shunned. One 


result is a migration to the largely 
African American neighborhoods 
east of the Anacostia River. Though 
small, the Latino presence is sprin- 
kling diversity over some parts of 
Southeast Washington. 

“East of the river is becoming 
a more diverse community over- 
all, from what we are seeing,” said 
Marian Siegel, executive director 
of Housing Counseling Services, a 
nonprofit organization that offers 
counseling to low- and moderate- 
income renters and home buyers. 

Once known for high crime, poor 
schools and dilapidated buildings, 
the area stretching from south of 
the 11th Street Bridge to Bolling Air 
Eorce Base has had a renaissance 
in recent years, with thousands of 
new housing units built or planned. 
Restaurants and shops are also on 
the horizon. 

Traditionally, local Latinos 
who wanted to buy homes moved 
to Montgomery, Prince George’s and 
Prince William counties. But hous- 
ing in those areas has also become 
expensive. 

Although the majority of Latino 
homeowners are still in the suburbs, 
those who want to remain in the 
District but have modest incomes 
have increasingly opted to buy 
homes outside of the wards where 
they have already established foot- 
holds. 
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Latinos make up 10 percent to 12 
percent of the District’s population, 
said George Escobar, director of the 
mayor’s Office on Latino Affairs. 
The areas with the highest con- 
centrations of Latinos are Adams 
Morgan, Columbia Heights and 
Mount Pleasant in Ward 1; Shaw 
and Logan Circle in Ward 2; and 
Petworth and l6th Street Heights 
in Ward 4. 

When the housing boom began 
in 2000, Latinos hoping to achieve 
the dream of homeownership began 
to disperse. The number of Latino 
homeowners increased in Ward 5, 
which includes Trinidad and Brook- 
land, and Ward 6, encompassing 
Capitol Hill and the Southwest 
waterfront. 

In 2000, there was just one 
Latino home purchaser in each 
of the two wards east of the river. 
In 2005, the most recent year for 
which data are available, there were 
59 Latino home buyers in Ward 7 
and 21 in Ward 8. 

Officials at agencies that help 
Latinos buy homes said that since 
2005, they have noticed more Lati- 
nos opting to buy east of the river, 
often at their urging. 

“There’s no other choice, because

Diaz, 48, was one of them. She 
had been a renter since moving 
from El Salvador in 1981. She had 
been paying $595 for an apartment 
in Columbia Heights. Because she

bedroom condo would do. But she 
could not find an affordable one in 
Columbia Heights. 

When a counselor at the Lati- 
no Economic Development Corp. 
encouraged her to look at the High- 
land View Condominiums in South- 
east, she said, she resisted, think- 
ing none of her friends or relatives 
would visit her. 

At Highland View, the condos 
were brand-new and big. A bus stop 
right outside would take her to the 
Archives-Navy Memorial-Penn

the affordability is in that side of the 
city,” said Erick Gutierrez, director 
of housing at the Latino Economic 
Development Corp. “What we are 
trying to do is educate our clients 
to think about moving away from 
Columbia Heights.” 

Of the 30 families Gutierrez’s 
group has worked with in the past 
eight months, 12 have purchased 
homes east of the river through the 
District’s Home Purchase Assis- 
tance Program for low- to moder- 
ate-income residents. Those eligible 
can get up to $70,000 toward the 


Quarter Metro station, where she 
could catch a bus to her job. 

She immediately put down a 
$500 deposit on a two-bedroom 
unit. Now she pays $731 a month 
for the mortgage and the monthly 
maintenance fee. 

“I’m so happy I achieved my 
dream of owning my own home,” 
she said. “Ten years here, and then 
I’ll buy a house.” She has been 
encouraging friends and relatives 
to buy homes near her. “I’d like to 
have more Hispanics here,” she said.

Some of the hottest D.C. parties 
this spring and summer have com- 
bined two of Washington’s biggest 
obsessions: real estate and network- 
ing. With the condo market still in 
a slump, developers are throwing 
lavish affairs to create buzz for 
their projects, turning to a mar- 
keting technique more common 
in Miami and New York. 

“We’re in Washington. People 
love their events and their black 
tie and their kind of sassy par- 
ties,” said Tracy Danneberg, special 
events coordinator for Metropolis 
Development, builder of the 90 -unit 
Metropole near Logan Circle. “You 
have to keep up with it and be dif- 
ferent.” 

Here’s why: In the first quar-

ter of 2007, developers sold 1,629 
new condos, down from the more 
than 3,000 they sold each quarter 
of 2005, according to Gregory H. 
Leisch, chief executive of the Alex- 
andria real estate research firm 
Delta Associates. Meanwhile, in 
the first quarter of 2007, there 
were 21,523 units under construc- 
tion or being marketed, and another 
20,469 units are planned over the 
next three years, Leisch said. 

Hence the parties, some of 
them lavish affairs with price tags 
of more than $50,000, others inti- 
mate Sunday champagne brunches. 
There are groundbreaking parties, 
preview parties and grand open- 
ing parties. 

“With the market the way it is, 
with so much inventory that’s out 
there right now, people are shop- 
ping across the city from location 
to location,” said Niki K. Piersall, 
vice president at Williams/Ballard, 
a marketing firm in Alexandria. 

One recent night at Matrix 
Condos on 14th Street NW near 
Logan Circle, real estate agents 
and potential buyers sipped cock- 
tails and enjoyed treats from Artful- 
ly Chocolate, a gourmet chocolatier 
in Alexandria that is slated to open 
a branch in the new building. 

And then there was the more 
intimate champagne reception 
at the Beauregard at 11th and V 
streets NW on a Sunday, at which 
weekend- casual guests walked 
into the lobby to find mimosas, 
croissant sandwiches and choco- 
late-covered strawberries before 
taking tours. 


At the Metropole last month, 
a Scotch whisky expert and two 
pourers guided guests through 
tastings of seven single-malts, 
including Highland Park 1981 
Single Cask. On the menu for the 
party, promoted on the invitations 
as “A Night of Indulgences,” were 
oysters and salmon. 

Stephen Sier, 43, is, unapologeti- 
cally, a condo party regular. He is

not looking to buy a condo, at least 
not anytime soon. He owns a house 
in Olney. He hears about parties 
from friends or through newspa- 
per ads and sees them as part social 
event, part opportunity to satisfy 
his interest in architecture. 

Sier, a pharmacologist, went to 
the Metropole’s scotch tasting but 
didn’t enjoy it much because he 
doesn’t like scotch. He preferred 
a recent party for the Allegro in 
Columbia Heights, which took place 
at Halo, a hip Logan Circle bar. 

“You meet people. Some you 
want to continue to meet. Some 
you don’t want to continue to 
meet,” he said. 

So, do such festivities actually 
translate into sales? 


Yes, said Piersall. Some of her 
opening parties have resulted in sev- 
eral sales, she said. At the 30 -floor 
Waterview, a luxury condo proj- 
ect in Arlington that will include 
a hotel and a rooftop terrace, a 
party with 500 guests produced 
a modest three sales but plenty of 
calls from interested buyers, said 
Miriam Fernandez, sales manager 
for the project. 

Others are more skeptical. “I 
think the parties work to some 
extent, but they also bring out the 
usual suspects who just sort of float 
between the different projects and 
float between the different parties,” 
said Jonathan Loewenberg, sales 
manager at CityVista on Fifth Street 
between K and L streets NW. 

However, Lawson Wellington 
was at the Beauregard on Sunday 
because he wants to buy a condo. 
With mimosa in hand, the 38 -year- 
old lawyer toured the one -bed- 
room-plus- den units. He touched 
the concrete and granite kitchen 
countertops, opened and closed 
the European -style cabinets and 
studied the marble baths. And he 
gasped at the prices — $474,900 to 
$629,900. “What gives?” he said. 
“How is it that the market is so soft 
but the prices don’t move?” 

Joanna Lo, 32, an analyst for the 
U.S. International Trade Commis- 
sion, heard about the party at the 
Grant through a friend. It was her 
first condo party. She recently sold 
her one-bedroom condo in Claren- 
don and is renting a place in Logan 
Circle. 

“I didn’t know what to expect,” 
she said of the party, which remind- 
ed her of “a small benefit.” 

She didn’t expect to see beauti- 
ful people with beautiful hair and 
beautiful outfits greeting each 
other with double kisses. As is the 
case with many D.C. parties, even 
those not held by developers, real 
estate was the main topic of con- 
versation. 

Roberts wasn’t there to buy a 
condo. She already owns a co-op in 
Dupont Circle and a house in Adams 
Morgan. 

Instead, she was there to sup- 
port her friend, a real estate agent. 
And like any professional Washing- 
tonian, she was there to network. 
The party was the perfect place to 
spread the word about a YouthAIDS 
fundraiser she is organizing. 

“It was a great crowd,” she said. 
“There were movers and shakers.”

Home Front 


Every week, The Washington Post 
HOME STAFF talks about various ways 
to improve your home.

The two bathrooms in my 1939 
colonial each have a window in the 
bathtub/shower stall. What should 
I do for a curtain that will offer pri- 
vacy but be waterproof? 

The least expensive, least trouble- 
some route would be opaque vinyl 
window film that provides privacy 
while still allowing in light. It runs 
about $18 per roll in various tex- 
tures at stores like Home Depot and 
Lowe’s. That way, you won’t have to 
worry about wet curtains, rusting 
rods, etc. 

It comes in clear as well as col- 
ors, so you can change your decor 
easily and cheaply. 

I have a very small bedroom, and 
a very large, round clothes ham- 
per that takes up a lot of space and 
looks awkward. I have been looking 
for months for a corner hamper that 
would be more out of the way, but the 
only thing I can find is a tacky plastic 
one. Do you know of any where that I 
could find a nice corner hamper? 

Organize-it- online.com has one 
in natural wicker for $72.99 
plus shipping. If you don’t like 
the color, you can paint it. 
Stacksandstacks.com has a 
slightly different wicker model 
for $139. 

I’m moving in two weeks to a lovely 
older home that is quite a bit larg- 
er than my current house. I have 
a few pieces of art to hang on the 
walls but would like to find more. I 
would prefer to avoid just framing 
posters or prints, but I have a lim- 
ited budget. Are there good places 
in the area to look for original art 
in the $300-or-under price range, 
even unframed? 

Good for you for wanting origi- 
nals. Try all the usual thrift shops 
and consignment shops and, of 
course, yard sales, estate sales 
and flea markets. 

I just bought a beautiful pair 
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of old, hand-painted Thai paint- 
ings, matted in silk in a single gilt 
frame for $5. The mat was a mess, 
so it may cost another $25 to get it 
replaced, but that’s a steal for origi- 
nal framed art. 

The Corcoran College of Art 
+ Design also has occasional stu- 
dent sales. 

I’m having a serious issue with 
the fixtures in my bathtub: I think 
they’re leaking! There may be mold 
growing behind the tiles, because 
the caulk is turning gray and black 
in several places. I’m in a rent- 
al and my landlord is not the most 
helpful person. What should I do 
that won’t cost me, a poor little 
renter, buckets of money? 

It does sound like mold back 
there, and if you think there is a 
leak and someone lives beneath 
you, ask whether they have water 
damage in their unit. 

Also, call the D.C. housing 
inspector, and ask if you can have 
a city official come visit. Mold is 
a serious health hazard that you 
should not have to pay to abate or 
have to live with. 

I have a small powder room with 
little light, a white toilet and sink, 
and beige tiles going halfway from 
floor up the wall. I can’t replace 
the tiles, but I can paint the walls. 
Any color suggestions? My friends 
suggested a dark green, but that 
looks too old-fashioned. 

You can try a wispy blue like 
Duron’s Sky High or Atmospher- 
ic. Chocolate brown is also a possi- 
bility — try Duron’s Black Bean. Or 
you can have a little fun with wall- 
paper, maybe a groovy stripe or 
print that has a touch of beige in it. 

I’m trying to spruce up my back- 
yard for summertime enjoyment 
and I have everything I need except 
an umbrella. My table is with- 
out a center hole, so I can’t put an 
umbrella in it for sun protection. 

Do you know of a discount place 
to purchase a very good quality 
stand-alone umbrella? 

Try Costco, Wal-Mart and Kmart 
for those arc -type stand- alones. 

The previous owner of my last 
apartment had the bathroom tiles 
reglazed. I think the process is 
similar to reglazing a tub. The 


result was beautiful white tiles 
that looked like new. I’m sure it 
was cheaper and less labor-inten- 
sive than replacing them. 

Absolutely. 

We are preparing to gut our kitch- 
en. Is there someplace in the area 
that sells stock cabinets or over- 
runs? And how durable are those 
cabinets? 

Habitat Restore on Richmond 
Highway in Alexandria occasion- 
ally gets nice cabinets from devel- 
opers and remodelers that it sells 
very cheaply to support Habitat 
for Humanity’s good works. 

I have Ikea cabinets and so does 
my Food Section colleague, Walter 
Nicholls. We like them a lot. Ours 
are both stainless steel with frosted 
glass or steel-clad doors. 

I’m trying to figure out what to do 
with my rental apartment bath- 
room. It is hideous. There is bright 
yellow tile (almost fluorescent) 
with black trim on the walls and in 
the shower. The tile on the floor 
is white. I can’t do anything about 
the tile. I’ve tried several different 
things — a yellow shower curtain 
(quite Jarring in the morning), and 
now I’m trying to pretend the yel- 
low tile doesn’t exist by using bam- 
boo print shower curtain and wood 
accessories. Also horrible. 

Black and white toile would defi- 
nitely tone it down. 

I’d like to paint a playroom in my 
house an apple green. I’m having a 
hard time finding anything. 

Try Martha Stewart’s new paint 
line for Lowe’s — Picnic Green. It 
looks exactly like what you want. 

My husband and I just got a dog. 
During the day, the dog stays in the 
linoleum-floored kitchen. By the 
time we get home, it smells of dog. 
What can we can do to help keep 
the odor at a minimum? 

It’s not clear whether the odor 
is just dog, or doggy urine and 
poop. If it’s the former, make sure 
the dog is kept clean. 

If it’s the latter, you’ll have to 
take better care of the floors. You 
may also want to strategically place 
chunks of activated charcoal in the 
kitchen to absorb odors.
